We  have  commenled  before  on  the  singular 
apathy  with  which  the  Cuban  revolution  has  been 
regarded  in  the  Riwer  Plale,  although  the  revolu- 
tionist-s  aie  only  following  the  course  taken  by 
these  republics  tbree-qnaiteis  of  a  century  ago, 
in  endeaviiiinii  to  Iree  lliemselves  from  nii  oppres- 
sive and  uiiprogressive  douiinalioii.  The  Spanish 
organs  here  have  been  allowed  to  exercise  a 
vehement  and  even  violent  propaganda  against 
the  Cubans,  subscriptions  have  been  ral.sed  and 
volunteers  collected  on  behalf  ol  Spain,  but  hardly 


a  voice  has  been  lifleJ  on  tht  othtr  lid*  ol  the 
question  nor  an  exprMilon  of  lympathy  made 
with  a  people  who  ara  making  luch  a  brave  and 
determined  ti)>ht  for  iheir  independence  and 
liberiy,  and  are  shnwin|[  thrin"elvci  a  match  for 
all  the  furcei  of  Spain.  In  fact  the  Arst  note  of 
sympathy  on  ihi'*  coniUteitl,  nuiiide  the  Ensllth 
papers,  was  ihnt  conveyed  in  a  recent  telegram 
from  Vcneeueln,  where  a  public  meelini;  had  been 
held  in  favor  of  llie  Cubans  and  of  their  recng. 
nitlon  as  belli^irenls.  Apart  from  other  rcaaoni 
for  sympntby.  o>mmon  humanity  begins  In  cry 
out  in  Invor  of  steps  for  sliottcuing  a  proiracled 
sirnctilei  ctttried  on  with  exceptional  nercenesfi, 
and  in  which  ihrnisands  of  lives  arc  being  Hacri< 
ficed  and  two  countries  impoverisheil.  The  time 
has  passed  when  a  desire  for  inde^wndence  on  the 
partofnny  people  can  lie  regarded  as  a  crime  to 
ue  punUhed  by  bliiudy  exterminallnn.  The  Cu- 
bans, whether  light  or  wrong,  have  so  frir  gained 
iheir  point  ihnt  Spnin  has  lieen  unable  lo  carry 
out  her  boast  of  crushing  the  revolution  in  Its 
birth,  and  therefore  the  time  has  arrived  (or  the 
recognition  of  the  revolutioniali  as  lieltigeTcnts,  or 
betier  still,  for  (lie  scitleincnl  ol  the  (Tispute  hy 
arbitration  without  further  barbarous  bloodshed. 

However,  we  are  glad  t*  say  that  the  ICKat 
apathy  tias  1)1  last  been  broken,  and  the  political 
associntion  known  as  ihe  *'  Club  Rivera "  has 
taken  the  initiative  in  holding  a  meeting  in  favor 
nf  the  Cubans.  Thia  took  place  on  Thursday 
evening,  when  various  resolutions  were  passed  in 
favor  o<  ihe  revolutionists,  amongst  others  one  to 
initiate  a  press  propaganda  on  their  liehalf. 

We  have  no  hesiialiou  in  applauding  this  initia- 
tive of  llie  Club  Rivera,  and  hasten  lo  as:^ure  it  of 
our  sympathy  with  its  ii\i)tcti,~ Montevideo  Times, 
Oct  12. 


CENTRAL  AMERICAN  UNION. 

It  begins  to  look  as  if  the  confederation  of  the 
republics  uf  Cenlral  America,  proposed  along  dif- 
ferent lilies  ten  years  ago  by  President  Barrios  of 
Gnaieinalu,  were  soon  to  become  an  accomplished 
lact.  At  any  rate,  three  of  the  five  republics, 
Nicaragua,  Honduras  and  Salvador,  have  already, 
thiougli  ibeir  res|)eclive  chief-executives,  come  to 
a  provisional  ngieeinent  for  the  establishment  of 
ihe  contemplated  union.  Guatemala,  to  be  sure, 
and  Costa  Rica,  have  not  yet  seen  their  way  to 
joining  ibe  confeHeiation;  but,  as  the  provisional 
agreement,  or  "treaty  of  Amalapa,"  as  it  is  more 
generally  known  ftom  the  place  where  the  three 
presiHents  met  and  signed  the  treaty  in  July,  has 
left  an  easy  entrance  into  the  confederation  for' 
the  two  states,  and  as  the  interests  of  all  the  five 
republics  look  directly  to  closer  union  with  each 
other,  the  pr.>bnl>ilities  are  strong  that  it  will  not  l>e 
long  lielore  "The  republic  of  Cenlral  America" 
is  consummated. 

Jose  D.  Gomez,  of  Nicaragua,  who  has  taken  a 
lea(]ing  pari  in  bringing  the  republics  together,  and 
who  was  really  the  author  of  the  provisional 
ai;reement  of  the  three  states,  is  at  the  present  lime 
in  New  York ;  and  he  has  given  the  meiropolitan 
papers  very  inieresting  particulars  as  lo  the  objects 
and  prospects  of  the  confederation.  Tlie  union 
that  is  in  cfintein  plat  ion,  Senor  Gomez  says,  is 
iinly  for  the  purpose  of  diplomaiic  lelations,  pro- 
tectioii  again-t  foreit(n  powers,  and  the  prevention 
ofdoiiiest'C  dislurl unices,  each  republic  to  fully 
maintain  Iter  existing  autonomy  in  all  matters 
ai'perlniiiing  to  internal  administration. 

Under  tlie  projiosed  conledeialion  there  is  tnHC  " 
a  diet  onisisting  ol  delegates  from  the  three 
(ultimately  from  the  five)  republics,  who  ore  to 
hold  office  fir  three  years  and  are  to  hold  ibeir 
sessions  in  the  ihree  republics  in  rotation.  The 
dulies  of  this  diet  are  lo  be  strictly  coii5ned  to 
acliiig  upon  issnes  of  a  general  nature  affecting  the 
common  welfne,  but  the  did  is  not  on  any  ac- 
count, as  already  said,  to  inteifeie  in  the  interrai 
affairs  of  any  of  the  states  save  in  the  case  c<f 
threatened  revolution  when  they  are  to  use  their 
moral  JnHiience  in  favor  ol  pence. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  conleniplateil  uition 
of  ihe  five  independent  states  is  not  intended,  and 
is  not  g"iiig,  to  consolidate  the  five  republics  into 
one  great  "  lepulJic  of  Central  America,"  accord- 
ing 10  our  ideas  of  a  consolidnted  republic.  Allhflngli 
the  present  intention  is  that  ultimately  il  will  be 
called  by  the  imposing  titleof  "Tlie  Republic  of 
Ceiitial  America,"  the  union  of  the  republiLi-is 
only  to  be  a  league,  pure  ami  simple,  in  which  llie 
five  states  sh.ill  all  lie  repiesenled  for  their  mutual 
benefit ;  the  two  main  pniposes  being,  ( i)  pmtec- 
tiiiii  at^ainst  foreign  force,  and  iz]  to  guarantee 
pence  throughout  their  several  dominions  and  ^ 
thereby  ntiract  capital  and  immigration.  A  i)pN|r,-> 
vision  in  the  proposed  act  of  union  is  very  hiehiy 
complimentary  to  Ihe  United  Slates ;  it  requirei 
that  questions  too  difficult  for  the  diet  to  handle 
with  success  shall  Iw  referred  lo  arbitration,  and 
that  the  arbiter,  by  preference,  shall  l)e  the  United 
Stales  govcininent. 

If  only  such  a  union  of  the  five  republics  were 
efTected  as  would  preclude  the  possibility  of  the 
perpetual  revolutions  by  which  they  are  all  in  Iheir 
turn  devasled  and  jiauperized,  an  immense  gain 
would  be  made  bjr  them  all ;  and  improvements 
such  as  railway  building,  etc.,  wmiM  soon  lie  in- 
augurated that  would  give  these  13,000,000  or 
14,000,000  of  Cenlral  Americans  quite  a  different 
destiny  from  thai  which  they  live  under  at  present 
May  tlie  union  be  soon  and  happily  completed.— 
N.  O.  Times.Democrat.     . 


English  shippers  are  taking  an  unfavorable  at- 
titude towards  the  Kiel  canal.  It  is  most  probable 
that  Geimany  has  to  do  with  a  firm  ring  of  inter- 
ested pai  ties  formed  to  boycott  the  canal,  and  thus 
to  obtain  a  reduction  in  the  canal  dues  which  would 
mean  further  profit  lor  the  English  carrying  trade 
at  German  expense.

Germany  should  not 
neglect  to  make  the  most  out  of  llie  English  boy- 
cott, and  to  obtain  possibly  the  greatest  part  of 
Russian  height  Inisiness  Iqr  fierman  Notlh  Sea

Continued /rom  our  last. 

OLD  TIMES  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

One  hundred  and  forty  miles  beyond  Yu- 
jui,  they  reached  the  highest  lidge  of  the 
Cordilleras,  This  is  the  favorite  haunt  of 
several  kinds  of  wild  animals,  but  particu- 
larly of  llamas  and  vicunas.  In  these  moun- 
tains are  found  veins  of  quartz,  containing 
gold,  copper  ore,  lead  ore,  and  iron,  the 
terminations  of  which  appear  in  many  places 
on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Near  an  In- 
dian town,  called  Mojos,  there  was  a  strat- 
um o(  rich  magnetical  iron-sand,  from  which 
particles  ol  gold  of  considerable  size  were 
sometimes  obtained  by  washing. 

After  having  passed  a  lofty  mountain,  the 
travellers  descended  towards  a  torrent, 
which  they  were  obliged  to  cross  more  thai) 
fifty  limes  during  one  day.  In  a  hot  spring, 
near  Caiza,  they  found  some  small  pieces  of 
sulphur,  and  a  kind  of  clay  full  of  crystals 
ofalum. 

The  road  (rom  Caiza  to  Poto.si  was  the 
worst  and  most  fatiguing  of  any  over  which 
the  travellers  had  yet  passed.  They  were 
exposed  to  heavy  rain,  and  were  often  ob- 
liged to  wade  knee  deep  in  the  rivers  ;  and 
Ihe  air  was  piercingly  cold.  Twelve  miles 
Irom  Potosi  the  ridge  of  ihc  Andes  began  to 
decline  towards  the  north,  so  that  one  of  the 
rivers  now  (lowed  in  that  direction.  The 
rivers  ihey  hail  lately  passed  all  flowed  to- 
ward the  south. 

With  respect  to  the  great  chain  ol  moun- 
tains which   stretches  Irom  Tucuman  to- 


wards I'otosi,  Mr.  Helms  says  that  until  he 
arrived  within  eighteen  miles  of  the  latter 
place,  most  ol  the  valleys  produced  small 
trees  and  bushes,  but  that,  beyond  this,  they 
were  wholly  destitute  of  wood.  On  the 
lofty  precipices  and  declivities  nothing  grows 
but  patches  of  green,  spongy  moss,  which 
serves  as  food  to  the  llamas  and  sheep.  At 
Potosi  nearly  all  the  wood  that  is  used  for 
fuel  is  brought  from  a  distance  of  mote  than 
thirty  miles,  and  larger  trees,  adapted  for 
the  timber  of  buildings,  are  dragged  by  men 
across  the  mountains.  These  are  so  scarce 
that  a  piece  of  timber  sixteen  inches  square 
and  thirty  feel  long  would  cost  two  hun- 
dred pounds  sterling, 

Mr,  Helms  was  greatly  astonished  to  find 
the  highest  snow-capped  mountains,  with- 
in nine  miles  of  Potosi,  covered  with  a 
stratum  of  granitic  stones  that  h,id  been 
rounded  by  the  action  of  water.  How,  he 
asks,  could  these  masses  of  granite  liave 
been  depo.sited  here,  since  there  is  a  con- 
tinual descent  to  Tucuman,  where  the  ridge 
of  granite  ends,  and  since  Irom  'I'ucuman  to 
Potosi,  the  mountains  consist  only  of  clay- 
slate  ?  He  .seems  of  opinion  that  they  could 
only  have  been  rolled  hither  bv  the  general 
deluge. 

The  city  of  Potosi  is  about  one  tiiousand 
six  iliindred  miles  from  Buenos  Aires,  and 
stands  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the  most  ele- 
vated ranges  of  the  Andes,  the  summits  of 
which  are  covered  with  snow. 

One  of  the  mountains,   at    the    foot   of 
which  ihc  city  is  built,,  resembles  a  sugar- 
loaf  in  form,  and  is  nearly  eighteen  miles  in 
circunilfience.    This  mountain    is  chiefly 
composeil  of  a  yellow  clay-slate,  full  of  veins 
of  quartz,  in  which  an  abundance  of  silver 
ore i.s  found.     More    than    three    hundred 
mines  or  pits  have  been  worked  into  it.  Mr, 
Helms  here  foumi  many  different  kinds  of 
silver,  and  he  remarks   that  if  skilful    men 
were  cm|ili,ycd,  and  proper  machinery  were 
used  for  clearing  these   mines    from    water, 
and  in  working  them,  they  might  be  render- 
ed vciy  productive.     But  in   all   tile  oper- 
ations connected  with  them,   in   stamping, 
sifting,  wa..ihing,  and  roasting  the  ore,  and, 
finally,  in  obtaining  the  metal  from  it,  there 
are  so  much  carelessness,    ignorance,    and 
want  ofskiU  that  a  very  great  proportion  of 
the  silver  is  lost.    All  the  implements  of  the 
Indian  miner  are  unwieldy  and  bad.     His 
hammer,  for  instance,   is  a  square   piece  of 
lead,  of  twenty  pounds  weight,  and  the  iron, 
afoot  and  a  half  long,  is  much  too  incom- 
modious.    Thick    tallow    candles,     wound 
round  with  wool,  are  used  in  the  mines,  and 
these    soon   vitiate   the   air.     In   the  royal 
mint  at  Potosi,  where  from  five  hundred  and 
fifty  to  six  hundred  thousand  marks  of  sil- 
ver, and  about  two  thousand  marks  of  gold 
are  annually  coined,  afiairs  were  not  at  this 
time  better  conducted.     Mr.    Helms,    and 
the  persons  by  whom  he  was  accompanied, 
were  directed    by  the  governor  of  Potosi  to 
introduce  such  improvements  as  they  might 
consider  requisite.    They   accordingly  pro- 
ceeded to  the  erection  of  apparatus  and  ma- 
chinery of  difi'erent  kinds,  but  the  total  want 
of   timber    on   the   mountains  around  the 
place  very  much  retarded    their  operations. 
Tlie  revenue  of  the  king  of  Spain,  from 
the   mines  in  the  kingdom  of  La  Plata,  was 
estimated  at  this  time  to  amount  annually 
to   about   eight  hundred  thousand  pounds 
sterling,  and  Mr.  Helms    remarks    that,    if 
the  conductors  possessed  more  knowledge 
and    more  economy,   this   revenue  might 
easily  be  doubled. 

Baron  Nordcnflycht  was  obliged  to  reside 
some  lime  al  Potosi  to  superintend  the  com- 
pletion of  the  machinery  for  the  mines ;  but 
Mr,  Helms,  with  most  of  the  Germans,  set 
out  for  Lima  on  the  30th  of  January,  1790. 
Twelve  miles  south  of  Potosi  they  passed  a 
hot  sulphureous  bath,  with  a  boiling  spring, 
and  near  the  bath  was  a  village,  whither  in- 
valids from  Potosi  resorted  for  the  recovery 
of  their  health.  They  sub-sequently  passed 
over  mountains  of  slate,  of  granite,  and  of 
sandsKrae  ;  and  allerwards  entered  a  valley 
wliich,  with  lilllc  variation,  extended  more 
tliau  six  hundred  miles  to  Cusco.  A  town 
in  this  valley,  called  Oruro,  was  formerly 
the  residence  of  wealthy  capilalisls,  who  had 
obtained  their  riches  horn  the  mines  in  the 
adjacent  mountains.  But,  during  a  dread- 
ful insurrection  ol  the  Christian  Indians  of 
La  Plata  and  Peru,  in  the  year  lT]i),  many 
of  the  inhabitants  were  massacred,  and  the 
town  was  plundered  and  almost  totally  des- 
troyed, 

rlie  rich  town  of  La  Paz,  which  the 
travellers  next  entered,  likewise  suffered  dur- 
ing this  revolt ;  but  it  had  been  restored, 
and  now  contained  about   four    thousand 


houKf  and  twenty  thousand  inliabitanis. 
Many  of  the  persons  who  resided  at  La  Paz 
derived  considerable  wealth  from  the  culture 
of  the  coca,  or  tea  of  Paraguay,'  a  greenish 
acid  herb,  which  is  much  in  retjuest  in  these 
parts  of  America,  and  which  the  Indians 
chew,  mixed  with  lime.  This  production 
is  as  indispensable  to  them  as  tobacco  is  to 
many  persons  in  Europe. 

The  mountain,  al  the  foot  ol  which  La 
Paz  has  been  built,  is  the  loftiest  in  Ibis  part 
o(  the  country,  and  its  summit  is  covered 
with  everlasting  snow.  It  abounds  in  rich 
gold  ore,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of 
gold  is  obtained  from  washing  the  sand  of 
the  torrents.  About  a  century  ago,  a  pro- 
jecting part  ol  it  fell  down,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants severed  from  the  stone  lumps  ol  pure 
gold,  so  large  as  to  weigh  from  t*o  to  fifty 
pounds  each.  Even  at  this  day  large  pieces 
of  gold  are  found  in  the  layers  of  sand  and 
other  depo.sits  washed  from  the  mountain 
by  the  rains.  In  this  and  manv  ol  the  ad- 
jacent mountains  there  are  also'  rich  veins 
of  silver  ore. 

About  filly  miles  beyond  La  Paz  the 
travellers  came  to  the  Lake  of  Tiluaca,  the 
first  expanse  of  fresh  water  they  had  hither- 
to seen  in  Soulh  America.  I'Vom  the  time 
Ihey  had  left  the  vicinity  ol  Buenos  Aires 
they  had  not  passed  through  any  country  so 
beautiful  or  so  picturesque  as  that  which 
bordered  this  lake.  They  were  delighted 
with  the  pleasing  alternation  of  hills  and 
dales,  intermixed  with  tnc  richest  meadows 
imaginable,  and  depastured  by  numerous 
herds  of  callle,  mules,  horses,  and  .sheep. 
For  many  successive  days  they  continued  to 
travel  ahmg  the  shore  of  the  lake  which,  as 
they  were  informed,  was  nearly  eighty  miles 
in  length.  At  the  north-western  extremity 
of  it  they  were  ferried  over  a  river  about  a 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  broad.  The  vessel 
which  carried  them  w.as  an  Indian  canoe, 
neally  constructed  of  a  kind  of  reeds  and 
grass,  about  an  ell  and  a  half  in  width,  and 
flat  like  a  rait. 

From  the  miserable  state  ol  the  roads, 
and  from  the  inces.sant  rains,  and  dreadlnl 
storms  of  thunder  and  hail  which  at  this 
season  of  the  year  occur  among  the  moun- 
tains of  La  Plata  and  Peru,  travelling  along 
them  is  attended  with  almost  inconceivable 
difficulty,  and  with  innumerable  hardships. 
Most  persons  al  this  season  prefer  travelling 
along  the  sea-shore.  Here  they  have  a  ser- 
ene sky,  and  no  rain  ever  falls,  but  they  are 
exposed  to  excessive  heal,  to  troublesome 
vermin,  and  to  dangerous  fevers. 

As  Mr.  Helms  and  his  associates  proceed- 
ed the  country  became  more  pleasant,  fer- 
tile, and  populous  than  it  had  before  been. 
In  one  place  they  passed  the  broad  arm  of  a 
river  im  a  kind  of  flying  bridge  made  of 
basket-work, 

A  lew  days  alter  this  they  entered  the  city 
of  Cusco,  formerly  the  capital  of  Peru,  and 
the  residence  of  llie  Incas,  Cusco,  like  most 
ofthe  large  cities  of  Spanish -America,  has 
straight  streets,  whicli  cross  each  other  at 
right  angles.  The  population  was  al  this 
time  numerous,  but  Mr.  Helms  was  unable 
toobtain  a  correct  statement  of  the  number. 
A  governor  and  a  commander  of  regular 
troops  and  militia  resided  here.  The  cathe- 
dral was  a  fine  stone  building  in  the  mod- 
ern style,  and  contained  many  pictures  and 
rich  ornaments. 

Although  the  mounlains  around  Cusco 
contained  rich  metallic  ores,  yet  only  one 
person,  a  Frenchman,  was  al  this  lime  en- 
gaged in  mining,  and,  Irom  mismanage- 
ment, he  had  not  been  very  successful. 
There  was  one  ridge  where  the  metallic  veins 
in  many  places  appeared  openly  upon  the 
surface. 

After  the  travellers  had  left  Cusco  they 
reach  a  village  calleded  CochaCajas.  Be- 
yond this  they  ascended  one  of  the  loftiest 
of  the  Andes,  and  on  the  other  side  descend- 
ed to  a  river,  which  they  crossed.  For 
seven  hours  they  were  exposed  to  incessant 
ram.  Truly  pitiable  (observes  Mr.  Helms) 
IS  Ihe  fate  of  that  traveller,  who,  during  the 
rainy  season,  is  .ibliged  to  pursue  his  jour- 
ney by  such  steep  and  slippery  roads  and 
over  such  mountains  as  these.  Even  the 
most  thoughtless  freethinker,  who  denies 
the  existence  of  a  Providence,  would  here 
be  obliged  to  confess  that  an  almighty  and 
benignant  power  evidently  watches  over  the 
daring  sleps  of  mortals  ;  otherwise  both  men 
and  beasls  must  inevitably  perish.  All  this 
part  ol  Ihe  couniry  abounds  in  veins  of  gold 
silver,  and  other  metallic  ores.  '

TRINIDAD  ISLAND. 

TBU  C'HUlliE  OF  THU  "ALEHTE". 
The  unstablenesa  of  Trinidad  cuusei*  a 
perpetual  sense  of  insecurity  while  one  is 
oti  the  mountains.  One  knows  not  when 
some  overhanjfing  pinnacle  may  topple 
down.  One  threat  source  of  danjfer  is  tliat 
there  are  many  declivities  whicli  can  be 
descended  but  not  ascended,  and  it  would 
be  easy  to  jfet  hopelessly  imprisoned  at  the 
foot  of  one  ofthe.se.  In  the  "Cruise  of  the 
Falcon*'  is  described  one  really  terrible 
experience  we  went  through.  Our  ex- 
ploriuff  party  had  found  no  water,  and  the 
boy  was  practically  dying  of  thirst.  So, 
driven  by  urgent  necessity — for  we  saw  by 
the  configuration  of  the  mountains  that  we 
should  aliiioNt  certainly  find  water  at  the 
bottom  uf  u  certain  ravine,  we  proceeded 
to  descend  to  it  down  a  great  slope,  not  of 
loofic  debris,  but  of  half'Con.solidated  vol- 
canic matter  like  half-baked  bricks,  and 
very  brittle.  This  slope  became  steeper  as 
we  advanced  and  very  dangerous,  but  it 
was  impossible  to  retrace  our  steps,  When 
we  attempted  to  ascend,  the  mountain  slid 
away  under  our  feet,  crumbling  into  ashes. 
It  was  like  climbing  a  treadmill,  So  we 
had  to  abandon  the  hope  and  go  still  far- 
ther down  lying  on  our  backs,  progressing 
inch  by  inch  carefully,  one  of  us  occasion- 
ally sliding  down  a  few  yards  and  sending 
an  avalanche  before  him.  We  knew  not  to 
the  edge  of  what  precipice  this  dreadful 
way  would  lead  iis.  Luckily  we  reached 
the  bottom  in  safety  and  found  water, 

I  determined  not  to  get  into  any  dillicul- 
ties  of  this  description  in  the  course  of  our 
present  journey. 

We  gradually  ascended  the  ravine  some- 
times climbing  on  one  side  of  it,  sometimes 
on  the  other,  and  occasionally  by  wading 
through  the  water  at  the  bottom,  according 
to  which  route  was  the  safest. 

The  nature  of  the  scenery  around  us  was 
now  grand  in  the  extreme,  and  had  a  weird 
character  of  its  own  that  I  have  never  per- 
ceived on  other  mountains.  The  jagged 
and  torn  peaks,  the  profound  chasms,  the 
huge  landslips  of  black  rocks,  the  slopes  of 
red  volcanic  ash  destitute  of  vegetation, 
in  themselves  produce  a  sense  of  extreme 
desolation,  hut  this  is  heightened  by  the 
presence  of  a  ghastly  dead  vegetation  and 
by  the  numberless  uncanny  birds  and  land- 
crabs  which  cover  all  the  rocks. 

This  lonely  islet  is  perhaps  the  principal 
breeding-place  for  sea-birds  in  the  South 
Atlantic.  Here  multitudes  of  man-of-war 
birds,  gannets,  boobies,  cormorants,  and 
petrels  have  their  undisturbed  haunts.  Not 
knowing  how  dangerous  he  is,  they  treat 
their  superior  animal,  man,  with  a  shock- 
ing want  of  due  respect.  The  large  birds 
especially  attack  one  furiously  if  one  ap- 
proaches their  nests  in  the  breeding  season, 
and  in  places  where  one  has  to  clamber 
with  hands  as  well  as  feet,  and  is  therefore 
helpless,  they  are  positively  dangerous. 

As  for  the  land-crabs,  which  are  unlike 
any  I  have  seen  elsewhere,  .they  swarm  all 
over  the  island  in  incredible  numbers.  I 
have  even  seen  them  two  or  three  deep  in 
shady  places  under  the  rocks  ;  they  crawl 
over  everything,  polluting  every  stream, 
devouring  anything — a  loathsome  lot  of 
brutes,  which  were  of  use,  however,  round 
our  camp  as  scavengers.  They  have  hard 
shells  of  a  bright  saffron  color,  and  their 
faces  have  a  most  cynical  and  diabolic  ex- 
pression. At!  one  approaches  them  they 
stand  on  their  hind  legs  and  wave  their 
pincers  threateningly,  while  they  roll  their 
hideous  goggle  eyes  at  one  in  a  dreadful 
manner.  If  a  man  is  sleeping  or  sitting 
down  quietly  these  creatures  will  come  up 
to  have  a  bite  at  him,  and  would  devour 
him  if  he  was  unable  for  some  reason  to 
shake  them  off  ;  but  we  murdered  so  many 
in  the  vicinity  of  our  camp  during  our  stay 
on  the  island,  that  they  certainly  became 
less  bold  and  it  seemed  almost  as  if  the 
word  had  been  passed  all  over  Trinidad 
that  we  were  dangerous  animals,  to  be 
shunned  by  every  prudent  crab.  Even 
when  we  were  exploring  remote  district.s 
we  at  last  found  that  they  lied  in  terror, 
instead  of  menacing  us  with  their  claws. 

But  the  great  mystery  of  this  mysterious 
island  is  the  forest  of"  dead  trees  which 
covers  It  and  which  astonishes  every 
visitor. 

Some  time  after  the  publication  of  the 
"  Cruise  of  the  Falcon  "  I  came  across  an 
excellent  description  of  Trinidad  in  Cap- 
tain Marryat's  novel,  "  Frank  Mildiiiay". 
It  is  obvious  from  the  following  passage, 
which  I  quote  from  that  work,  that  the 
trees  had  been  long  dead  at  the  date  of 
publication,  1829  :— 

"  Here  a  wonderful  and  most  melan- 
choly phenomena  arrested  our  attention. 
Thousands  and  thousands  of  trees  covered 
the  valley,  each  of  them  about  thirty  feet 
high  ;  but  every  tree  was  dead,  and  ex- 
tended its  leafless  boughs  to  another— a 
forest  of  desolation,  as  if  nature  had  at 
some  particular  moment  ceased  to  vege- 
tate !  There  was  no  underwood  or  grass. 
On  the  lowest  of  the  dead  boughs,  the 
gannets,  and  other  sea-birds,  had  built 
their  nests,  in  numbers  uncountable. 
Their  tameness,  as  Cowper  says,  'was 
shocking  to  me.'  So  unaccustomed  did 
they  seem  to  man  that  the  mothers  brood- 
ing over  their  young  only  opened  their 
beaks,  in  a  menacing  attitude,  at  us  as  we 
passed  by  them.  How  to  account  satisfac- 
torily for  the  simultaneous  destruction  of, 
this  vast  forest  of  trees  was  very  difficult ' 


there  wu»  no  want  of  rich  earth  for  nour- 
iuhment  of  the  root».  The  nioHt  probable 
cauue  appeared  to  me  a  iudden  and  con- 
tinual eruption  of  sulphuric  effluvia  from 
the  volcano;  or  else  by  nome  unusually 
heavy  gale  of  wind  or  hurricane  the  treen 
had  been  drenched  with  salt  water  to  their 
rootJi,  One  or  the  other  of  theitc  causes 
must  have  proiluced  the  effect.  The  phil- 
osopher or  the  geologijit  tnUMt  decide." 

Captain  Marryat  was  evidently  unaware 
that  these  dead  trees  are  to  he  found  on 
the  heights  .1,(MH»  feet  above  the  sea-level, 
as  well  as  in  tho  valleys,  or  he  would  not 
have  suggested  salt  water  as  the  cause  of 
their  destruction. 

His  desfrii>tion  proves  that  the  trees 
were  dea<l  at  least  sixty  years  ago,  and  in 
all  probability  they  had  been  dead  for  a 
long  time  before.  The  latest  record  I  have 
been  able  to  discover  which  describes 
live  trees  as  existing  on  Trinidad  is  dated 
as  far  back  as  17U0,  The  Ninepin  and  the 
Sugarloaf,  now  utterly  barren,  were  then 
crowded  with  trees  of  a  great  siRc. 

Though  some  of  this  timber  is  rotten,  a 
large  proportion  of  it  is  not  decayed  in  the 
least,  but  when  cut  with  the  axe  presents 
the  appearance  of  a  sound  well-seasoned 
wood.  It  is  gnarled  and  knotty,  extremely 
hard  and  heavy,  its  specific  gravity  being 
but  slightly  less  than  that  of  water.  It  is 
of  a  dark  reddish  color  and  of  very  close 
grain. 

I  brought  a  log  of  it  home  and  sent  it  to 
a  cabinet-maker,  who  found  that  it  would 
take  an  excellent  polish.  On  sending  this 
si>ecimen  to  Kew  I  was  informed  that  the 
wood  "possibly  belongs  to  the  family 
Myrt.\cea;,  and  possibly  to  the  species 
Kugenia."  I  find  that  this  includes  the 
pimento  or  allspice,  the  rose-apple  and 
other  aromatic  and  fruit-producing  trees  ; 
so  tliat  desert  Trinidad  may  at  one  time 
have  been  a  delicious  spice-island. 

The  doctor  and  myself  toiled  on  up  the 
gully,  wiio.'^e  slopes,  as  we  approaclied  the 
summit,  became  less  rugged,  and  here  the 
ferns  grew  up  between  the  trunks  of  the 
dead  trees,  spreading  wide  their  beautiful 
fronds  of  fresh  green. 

When  we  had  come  to  a  spot  a  little  below 
the  source  of  the  stream  we  left  the  gully 
—not  before  we  had  drunk  our  fill  and  re- 
plenished the  bottle— and  ascended  the 
down  where  the  tree-ferns  grow  thickest. 
The  soil  is  here  very  loose  and  presents  the 
appearance  of  having  been  quite  recently 
ploughed  up,  while  it  is  honeycombed  with 
the  holes  of  the  teeming  land-crabs. 

Soon  we  reached  the  summit  of  the  pla- 
teau, where  a  pleasant  breeze  stirred  the 
ferns  and  we  could  now  command  a  mag- 
nificent view  not  only  over  the  mountains 
we  had  climbed,  but  over  the  weather  side 
of  the  island  as  well.  I  reineihbered  the 
scene,  for  I  had  looked  down  from  here 
nine  years  before.  On  the  weather  side  of 
the  island  the  mountains  are  even  more 
precipitous  than  on  the  lee  side,  but  on  the 
other  hand  they  do  not  run  sheer  into  the 
sea,  for  at  their  base  extend  great  green 
slopes  continued  by  broad  sandy  beaches. 
Along  all  this  coast  are  shallow  flats  and 
outlying  rocks  on  which  the  surf  breaks 
perpetually.  Thirty  miles  out  to  sea  rise 
the  inaccessible  rocky  islets  of  Martin  Vaz. 
The  plateau  we  were  on  was  covered  with 
a  luxuriant  vegetation,  for  in  a.ddition  to 
the  tree-ferns  there  were  large  bushes  of 
some  species  of  acacia,  a  tall  thorny  plant 
with  flowers  like  those  of  scarlet-runners 
and  bearing  large  beans,  flowering  grasses 
and  various  other  plants.  I  collected  spe- 
cimens of  these  later  on,  which  were  lost, 
however,  with  other  stores  shortly  before 
we  abandoned  the  island,  in  consequence, 
of  the  capsizing  of  our  boat  while  launch- 
ing her  in  Treasure  Bay. 

It  seemed  strange  to  find  so  beautiful  a 
garden,  high  up,  almost  unapproachable 
for  the  perils  that  surround  it,  throned  as 
it  is  oil  a  wilderness  of  rock  rising  up  to  it. 
in  chaotic  masses  and  sheer  precipices 
from  the  shore  far  below.  The  sailors 
under  Frank  Mildmay  discovered  this 
grove  before  me.  In  all  his  descriptions  of 
places  and  scenery  Captain  Marryat  is 
singularly  faithful  to  the  truth,  even  in 
the  minutest  details.  In  this  respect  in- 
deed he  is  more  conscientious  in  his  works 
of  fiction  than  are  most  travellers  in  their 
presutuably  true  narratives.  The  most 
Viinute  and  accurate  description  of  Trini- 
dad that  1  have  come  across  is  in  "Frank 
Mildmay",  and  it  is  easy  to  identify  every 
spot  mentioned  in  that  book.  The  author 
must  himself  have  visited  this  strange 
place,  and  his  imagination  was  strongly 
stirred  by  it.  He  gives  us  graphic  pictures 
of  "the  ii-onbound  coast  with  high  and 
pointed  rocks,  frowning  defiance  over  the 
unappeasable  and  furious  waves  which 
break  incessantly  at  their  feet."  His  hero 
also  experiences  the  usual  ditBculties  in 
landing;  men  and  boat  are  nearly  lost,  and 
in  all  his  thrilling  narrative  there  is  not 
the  least  exaggeration.  All  the  events 
described  might  well  have  happened,  and 
probably  did  happen. 

Of  the  grove  he  says  :  "  The  men  re- 
ported that  they  had  gained  the  summit  of 
the  mountain,  where  they  had  discovered 
a  large  plain,  skirted  by  &  species  of  fern- 
tree  from  twelve  to  eighteen  feet  high — 
that  on  this  plain  they  had  seen  a  herd  of 
goats  ;  and  among  them  could  distinguish 
of  enormous  size  which  appeared  to  be 
their  leader.  They  also  found  many  wild 
hogs."

These  419  mills  are  cnpableuf  luniiiig 
out  1,345,040  tons  of  firsl  iinahty  fluur  per  annum, 
for  wiiich  lliey  would  rei[iiiie  2,000,000  tons  i.f 
wheat,  The  (juality  of  the  Argentine  (1  lur  is 
exceedingly  good,  as  in  the  1889  I'aris  exhihiti'in 
they  obtumcd  a  giand  pri^^i;,  twu  gold  medals  and 
several  silver  medals.  Il  now  remains  to  be  seen 
if  Ihe  millers  have  sufficient  inllnenee  to  mnke 
themselves  heanl,  and  thus  remedy  the  defects 
which  aie  killing  a  splendid  industry." 

— General  Campos,  cliief  of  police,  was  invited 
to  ]]ortakc  of  a  large  dose  of  "  humble  pie  "  yester- 
ilay.  He  was  invilcii  to  attend  at  the  ministry 
of  wur.  On  entciiiii;,  he  volubly  explained  that 
the  reports  current  of  the  statements  he  liad  made 
witii  regmd  to  the  minister  were  unfounded,  etc. 
The  minister  stopped  hinishoil  and  politely  in- 
formed him  that  he  wanted  no  exp!.\iintions  what- 
ever ami  liail  meicly  called  him  in  order  to  intorni 
him  that  inasmiich  as  his  iiosiiion  of  chief  of  police 
was  incompaiililt;  with  those  of  chief  of  ihe  I>t 
luigadeof  the  niitional  gaarils,  and  of  member  of 
Ihe  war  connnission,  lie  had  decided  to  relieve  him 
entirely  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  it.  The  chiel  of 
police  swallowed  the  dose  wicii  as  yood  a  ^ract  as 
possible  and  withdrew  to  digest  the  "  humble  pie" 
al  his  leisure. —  l^imcs,  Uuenos  Aires,  Oct.  19. 

—  Dr.  Bermejo's  latest  scheme  is  one  for  trans- 
polling  reconvicted  criminals  lo  Tierrn  del  Fuego, 
where  they  are  to  he  sec  to  work  in  the  govern- 
incnt  sawmill,  or  in  pastoral  inthisiries  on  govern- 
ment lands.  We  do  not  know  that  crimiiuil 
labor  outside  of  the  walls  of  a  prissii  or  Ihe  con- 
fines of  a  highway  has  been  found  very  valuable. 
At  the  root  of  all  schemes  like  this  generally  lies 
the  desire  to  gel  rid  of  criminals,  which  usually 
means  an  atiemptlo  s-addle  other  people  witli  the 
resiviu-iliility.  \Ve  do  not:  know  ihat  tlie  honest 
setllers  in  Tiorra  del  Fuego,  who  are  a  miserably 
small  nnnilier  com|iaied  witli  those  011  ihe  Chilian 
siflf^,  will  weknme  the  prospect,  but  it  must  be 
saiti  in  jiisiification  of  ministers  in  this  country  that 
they  have  never  shown  the  smallest  disposition  10 
favor  or  protect  the  honest  settler  in  that  remote 
spot.— AVi'/«c,  Uuenos  Aires. 

—The  figures  recenlly  published  regarding  Ihe 
Aigeiiline  army  bear  eliiqiicnt  tiihute  ui  the  intlu- 
entes  of  the  war  scare.  The  full  slrent!lh  of  the 
aimy  for  lliis  year,  according  to  the  official  esti- 
mates, w.is  u,479  men;  for  next  year  this  will  lie 
raided  1017,562,  a  truly  enormous  increase.  The 
accession  to  power  of  Sr,  Villanneva  as  war  minis- 
ter, has,  however,  led  lo  tlie  discovery  of  enormons 
leakages;  and  under  his  energeiic  administration 
means  will  no  doubt  be  found  lo  correct  very  nnicli 
of  tills.  He  has  already  introduced  economies 
amounting  to  over  $2,000,000,  and  this  only  by 
way  111  a  beginning:  il  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped 
that  he  will  remain  long  enough  in  his  present 
post  to  effect  the  reforms  he  sees  to  be  necessary  ! 
the  vested  interests  are  no  doubt  veiy  strong,  ami 
the  nhl  lOgime  will  not  be  iipsel  without  a  struggle, 
but  for  ihe  moment  we  are  on  the  crest  of  a  wave 
of  re'orm  thai  may  farry  us  far.  At  any  rate  the 
alarmist  paity  will  surely  lie  sat;.-.tied  with  the  in- 
crease'of  slrenglh  which  we  have  noted ;  certainly 
moie  could  not  have  been  looked  for,  and  probably 
Itss  would  have  sufficed. — Review,  Uuenos  Aires. 

— The  collapse  of  Dr.  Tagle  in  the  Senate  on  ist 
inst.  is  most  amusingly  described  by  onr  contem- 
poiiiry  El  Tiimpo  in  its  issue  of  2nd  iiist.,  and  the 
name  of  that  Cordob^se  gentleman  should  go 
down  to  posterity,  coupled  with  that  of  Senator 
Pellegiini,  as  llie  staunch  upholders  of  the  gaticho 
banking  which  has  flooded  llie  country  witli  little 
innie  than  worthless  paper,  and  threatened  to  cure 
the  consequences  of  their  fatal  errors  on  the 
homce  ipathic  principle  of  shnilia  siniiUbus 
ciininlur,  by  new  issues.  One  example  of  Dr. 
Tagle's  finnncial  reasonini;  is  sufficient  to  sliow  liis 
ulter  incompetence,  and  il  U  most  discouraging  to 
commercial  men  to  think  that  Itiey  should  be 
governed  financially  by  men  of  similar  incapacity. 
Last  year  the  distillers  hai<l  to  pay  a  tax  of  15  cents 
per  litre  of  alcohol  produced,  and  were  allowed  to 
pay  in  bills  of  thirty  days  with  a  discount  of  2  per 
cent,  lor  cash.  Tliis  year  the  tax  is  doubled  and 
Dr.  Tagle's  financial  acumen  prompts  him  to  de- 
clare solemnly  in  the  national  senate  that,  therefore, 
the  disco;int  for  cash  should  be  doubled.  As  a 
iinn\\c\a\  >ioii  sequilur  this  would  be  hard  to  beat, 
and  even  Argentine  legislates  could  not  be  misled 
by  it  and  Dr.  Tagle  was,  in  vidgar  parlance, 
promptly  sat  upon.— /?t^'(«o,  Buenos  Aires.

—There  is  110  necessity  for  any  extended  discus  - 
sion  of  the  Uomeio  uriijecf  lor  the  consolidation  of 
tlie  debt,  iialioiial  and  piovincial,  The  plan  is  pro- 
bably as  gO'ida  One  aS  any  which  has  for  its  objeci 
a  cnniposiiiiin  with  the  creditors  of  die  republic,  for 
this  is  [iieciscly  wlial  it  is.  The  republic  confesses 
that  it  is  iiisolvciil  and  makes  an  offer  to  its  credi- 
lots  wlddi  will  be  acce|iteil,  fir  the  simple  reason 
lhat  llie  creditors  know  that  imtlimg  better  can  he 
hoped  for.  Having  coiifes-ed  that  the  nation  is 
insolvent,  the  project  proceeds  to  assume  the  pro- 
vbicial  debts  amoniiiing  to  $137,261,659  goM 
which  in  no  sense  belong  to  the  naiion  to  pay,  so 
thai  this  assumption  is  a  swindle  of  those  who  are 
cre<lilors  of  ihe  nation.

—Wc  have  received  tw  1  numbers  of  an  unpre- 
tfnlions  peiiodical  called  A''i'//'/«<f«,  published  in 
Clios-Malal  the  capital  of  the  Neuquen  territory. 
From  thecontenisof  this  joumal  we  notice  that 
there  is  an  iiicreaseil  activity  in  minifig,  anil  that  a 
nnygel  offifiy  grammes  of  gold  has  been  found  at 
the  Milla  Michic6  washings,  wliicii  nugget  has,  by 
the  by,  according  to  one  or  two  of  our  colleaijues, 
grown  to  five  hundred  grammes  during  the  transit 
of  ihe  story  to  Uuenos  Aites.  Tiiey  have  had  17 
cenlimelres  o(  snow  in  the  Chos-Malal  district, 
which  has  apparently  caused  great  improvement  in 
ihe  stale  of  lliecam|)s.  We  shall  he  mteresled  to 
see  what  the  dwellers  in  lhat  distant  te.niory  will 
judge  to  be  llie  effect  of  ihe  extension  of  the  Great 
Southern  railway.  W.ll  il  cause  ihe  influx  of  a 
L;reat  mining  population  from  aiiroad  such  as 
flooded  some  ol  the  Western  Stales  in  the  sixties, 
and  if  so,  what  will  be  the  effect  upon  the  country 
generally  and  Neuqnen  in  paiCicular?  There  is 
no  (Inubi  that  gold  an. I  other  minerals  abound  in 
our  Cordilleras,  but  lb';  pioneer  popnlaii<m  neces- 
sary for  their  exploration  has  not  yei  arrived.  Let 
us  hope  liiat  railway  extension  will  bring  it,  for 
howeverrough  and  lawless  in  itself,  its  ultimate 
effect  cannot  hut  be  good  for  Argentina. — /Review, 
Huenos  Aiies. 
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Jt  must  be  clear  to  the  govei-iiinijiit  that 
lite  ciisioin-house  is  llie  principal  source  of 
its  t'eveniic,  and  imtst  continiie  so  Ibf  many 
years  to  come.  We  liave  already  spoken 
of  the  influence  which  a  protective  tariff 
will  exercise  on  this  income,  leiuUng;  to 
diminish  it  in  direct  proportion  to  tlie 
amount  of  protection  alforded  to  naiioiial 
industries.  In  addition  to  this  there  are 
other  diminishing?  causes,  of  wliich  we  now 
wish  lo  speak,  and  these  are  to  be  found 
in  the  custom-house  itself,  in  the  methods 
employed  in  the  collection  of  the  tax. 
Whenever  the  costs  of  an  imported  article, 
not  a  necessity,  become  excessive  and  the 
formalities  attending  its  introduction  be- 
come insufferably  ve.vatious,  the  trade  in 
that  article  \yll  naturally  decline  and  the 
revenue  derived  from  it  will  diminish. 
From  a  revenue  point  of  view,  therefore,  it 
is  desirable  to  keep  the  cost  of  the  article 
within  the  consumers'  reach,  and  to  avoid 
all  restrictions  and  obstacles  which  tend  to 
diminish  importation.  This,  we  regret  to 
saj',  is  not  done  in  the  custom-houses  of 
Brazil,  Needless  and  vexatious  restrictions 
are  imposed,  arbitrary  decisions  enforced, 
and  protests  are  made  costly  and  dilFicult. 


There  is  no  such  idea  as  tlmt  of  encourng- 
inp;  commerce,  the  source  ofall  this  revenue, 
nm- of  protecting;  the  merchant,  nor  of  ren- 
dering justice.  The  animus  and  practice 
nf  the  average  customs  official  are  those  of 
treating  the  inerch\nc  as  a  criminal,  or  as  a 
man  engaged  in  a  reprehensible  tralTic, 
ami  of  extorting  from  liim  all  lhat  circum- 
stances will  permi.t.  Instead  of  assisting 
him,  everything  is  done  to  annoy  liini  and 
to  diminish  his  profits.  And  all  this  not- 
withstanding the  clear  fact  that  inucli  of 
the  wealth  ol  this  country  ami  a  very  great 
part  of  its  revenue  depends  upon  commerce  ! 
A  few  of  the  means  emplo)'ed  to  harrass 
him  will  serve  to  illustrate  onr  meaning. 
The  frequent  changes  in  the  tariff  tend  to 
confuse  classificatious  and  the  employment 
of  unsuitable  examiners  [confotenfcs)  af- 
fords  opportunities  for  grossly  unjust  and 
burdensome  decisions,  from  which  all  pro- 
te.ns  are  discouraged.  This  leads  to  arbi- 
traty  classifications  and  very  often  to  unex- 
pected additions  to  the  duties  imposed.  In 
many  cases  the  classifications  of  yesterday 
are  ignored  ami  reversed,  merely  to  suit 
the  whims  of  tlie  examiner.  The  impo- 
sition of  fines  for  dilleretices  in  weiglit  is 
another  fruitful  source  of  complaint,  against 
which  protest  after  protest  have  been 
made.  It  is  known  that  goods  absorb 
moisture  while  in  deposit,  but  this  is  made 
to  serve  against  the  importer,  and  he  is 
fined  for  what  nature  and  official  delays 
liave  conspired  to  do.  Most  vexatious  of 
all,  however,  are  the  delays  which  are  en- 
countered in  the  cuslom-liousc.  We  have 
now  reached  that  point  where  tlie  exam- 
iners do  just  what  ihey  please.  They  ar- 
rive at  half-past  ten,  eleven  or  twelve  ;  tliey 
smoke  and  gossip ;  they  go  out  for  coflee, 
or  lo  attend  lo  private  business  ;  ihey  do 
anything  but  attend  to  their  regular  duties  ; 
and  then  they  go  away  at  two  o'clock. 
Our  dispatcher  once  carried  a  dispatch  in 
his  pocket  for  a  month  waiting  an  oppor- 
iittiity  to  get  a  certain  examiner's  signature. 
These  men  are  always  out,  they  hardly  do 
an  honest  hour's  work  during  the  tiay,  and 
yet  so  influential  are  they  that  noone  dares 
complain.  The  minister  of  finance  must 
know  that  these  practices  inflict  heavy  and 
needless  costs  upon  commeice  and  must 
eventually  prejudice  the  revenue.  It  is 
neither  just  nor  lionorable  that  lhe.se  things 
should  go  on.  They  are  ruining  the  port 
of  Santos,  they  are  driving  up-country 
merchants  to  seek  other  ports  than  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  they  are  compelling  Rio  Grande 
importers  to  dispatcli  their  goods  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  and  they  are  disorganizing  the 
whole  service  and  discrediting  the  country. 

I.v  a  telegram  of  the  24th,  designed  to 
commemorate  the  71st  anniversary  of  the 
independence  of  Sergipe,  Col.  Valladao  ten- 
ders his  compliments  to  the  press  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  "as  one  of  the  most  powerful  fac- 
tors in  the  greatness  of  Brazil.''  As  one  of 
the  doaen,  or  more,  journals  of  this  city  ar- 
bitraiilyand  illegally  suspended  by  Col. 
Valladilo  in  1893,  during  the  despotic  reign 
of  Marshal  Fioriano  Peixoto,  we  take  pe- 
culiar pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  com- 
pliment thus  tendered.  As  the  chief  of  po- 
lice of  the  Dictator,  Col.  Valladio  had  ex- 
ceptional opportunities  to  become  acquaint- 
ed with  the  press  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  That 
he  considers  it  one  of  the  "most  powerful 
factors  in  the  greatness  of  Brazil,"  is  of 
course  a  little  surprising,  for  in  those  days 
the  piess  manifested  nothing  but  weakness, 
and  the  colonel's  appreciation  was  arlfully 
concealed.  As  for  the  greatness  of  Brazil, 
it  was  then  shamefully  eclipsed  by  a  vulgar 
"reign  ol  terror,"  in  which  eminent  and 
peaceful  citizens  were  imprisoned  and  shot, 
in  which  private  property  was  seized  and 
destroyed  without  hope  of  recompense,  in 
which  many  newspapers— these  "powerful 
factors"  in  our  national  greatness  !— were 
suspended  by  the  orders  of  Col.  Valladao 
himself,  and  in  which  all  semblance  of  just 
and  responsible  government  disappeared  fur 
the  time.  Possibly  Col.  Valladao  is  trying 
a  little  irony  on  us  ;  perhaps  he  wishes  us 
to  know  how  politely  sarcastic  he  can  be — 
at  our  expense.  And  to  show  him  how 
fully  we  appreciate  the  compliment,  we  ac- 
cept it  promptly  and  witli  pleasure.  We 
were  under  a  cloud  in  those  days,  colonel, 
and  we  were  not  able  to  show  just  how  great 
and  powerful  we  really  are.  We  do  not 
fight  with  Mannlichers,  but  with  pens— ex- 
cept, of  course,  when  we  go  out  to  engage 
in  bhxidless  duels.  We  are  not  celebra:ted 
for  physical  prowess,  either.  But,  in  the 
long  nin,  colonel,  we  are  sure  to  win  the 
fight.    Some  of  us  will  fall  by  the    way, 


others  will  prove  recreant  and  desert  our 
ranks,  the  boys  and  the  Koldiers  will  laugh 
and  jeer  at  us  for  our  disorderly  array  and 
inoftensive  looking  weipons— but  we  are 
in  the  striigffle  to  stay,  my  dear  sir.  and  we 
are  sure  to  win.  "The  milU  of  the  gods 
grind  slowly,  but  iliey  grind  exceeding 
line."  We  sh^ll  not  only  win  our  victory, 
but  we  shall  make  it  a  crushing  one.  We 
have  in  our  hands  ihL' poiver  to  make  pub- 
lic opinion,  to  educate  public  sentiment,  lo 
overthrow  oppression  and  injustice,  to  ele- 
vate morals  and  create  new  systems,  to 
make  history.  We  are  powerful,  colonel— 
"most  powerful  for  the  greatness  of  Brazil.'' 
Personally  we  h  ive  suffered  insult  and 
heavy  loss  through  your  peculiar  apprecia- 
tion of  us— but  we  let  that  pass.  Others 
will  doubtless  recognize  the  wrongs  and  in- 
justice inflicted  upon  us,  and  some  may  per- 
haps be  even  willing  to  reimburse  us  for  all 
we  have  lost;  but  in  the  meantime  it  is 
sweet  to  feel  that  you  now  appreciate  us  as 
you  never  did  before,  and  lhat  you  recog- 
nize our  strength.  'I'he  71st  anniversary  of 
Sergipe's  independence  fills  us  with  many 
pleasing  sensation.s,  colonel,  and  we  cor- 
dially join  you  in  complimenting  the  state 
over  which  you  preside,  without  election  and 
by  military  force  ;  hut  it  is  nothing,  we  as- 
sure you,  besi  le  ihe  feelings  called  up  by 
the  fact  ih  u  we  are  now  within  a  few  weeks 
of  the  second  anniversary  of  your  famous 
order  suspending  the  publication  of  this 
paper  "unlil  further  orders.''  And  3'ou  for- 
got lo  give  these  "further  orders,"  colonel, 
and  somehow  we  were  left  out  in  the  cold 
for  one  whole  year,  unable  to  do  one  single 
thing  for  the  "greatness  of  Brazil,"  which 
you  seem  lo  have  so  much  at  heart  !  The 
independence  of  Sergipe  and  the  suppression 
of  independent  newspaper  comment,  do  not 
harness  well  together,  \vi  fear,  but  we  know 
that  you  mean  w^jII,  and  thityou  recognize 
our  power,  so  we  pass  that  also.  In  the 
time  to  come,  stronger  and  abler  hands  wil  1 
guide  the  harmless-looking  steel  nibs  which 
we  are  now  apparently  wielding  to  so  little 
effect,  and  you  can  then  count  upon  just 
weight  and  measure  for  the  part  which  you 
have  played  in  protecting  and  fostering  the 
"greatness  ol  Brazil,"  And  the  record, 
colonel,  nolwiihstauding  your  tardy  repent- 
ance, will  be  little  to  your  credit.  We  are 
truly  sorry  for  it,  we  must  confess,  but  the 
responsibility  and  choice  will  rest  with 
those  who  will  have  a  clearer  appreciation 
of  what  truly  concerns  the  greatness  of  Bra- 
zil than  we  of  the  present  day  can  have. 
And  of  all  the  problems  they  will  have  to 
solve,  colonel,  not  one  of  them  will  be  half 
as  perplexing  as  this — how  you  could  have 
hati  the  hardihood  to  formally  and  publicly 
compliment  those  whom  you  have  so  griev- 
ously injured  !

— Depnty  Paula 
Ramos  spoke  on  the  b  11  Cor  reort;aniziHg  the  poly- 
technic school.  Deputy  Caspar  Druinmond  moved 
10  liegin  immedialely  llie  discussion  of  ihe  liill 
from  the  Senate  on  the  Serjjipe  queslion.  The  v, 
iiioiion  was  rejecie  t.  Deputy  Lm*  (ie  VasconMl* "" 
Ins  O|i|io-ied  the  lax  of  i5$ooo  on  imp'trted  cfttlle. 
Deputy  Adiil|iho  Gi"do  offered  amendments  lo  tlw 
bill  on  martial  law.  Deputy  Z.itna  olfeie<l  a'lnoi- 
lion  on  (lie  political  silualinn  in  Habia.  Dejiiify 
Vertjne  de  Alireu  opposed  the  motion  and  said  that 
the  silnation  in  that  state  is  perfectly  normal.  No 
one.  he  asserte  I,  pays  ihe  slighiesl  attention  to 
Bai.io  de  Gsremoabn,  wlio  is  nut  recoi>iuzed  by 
the  troops,  by  the  local  aulhorit  es,  or  by  the  fed- 
eral government.  All  ihnt  Baliia  asks  li«  said,  is 
lo  be  let  .iloiie.  Deimly  Anguslo  de  Freitas  gave 
an  accinmt  of  the  political  events  in  Bahia  and  said 
that  the  senate  of  which  B.ir.io  de  Cnma9ary  is 
president,  01  iginnleil  iu  a  (aice.  Four  senators 
met  in  a  room  adjoining  ihe  fioveninr's  office.  One 
of  tiiem  said  :  — "I  will  be  president."  Two  others 
rcjo  neil  :  —"Very  well,  we  shall  be  first  ami  sec- 
ond secretaries."  "In  that  case,  genilemen,"  said 
the  fiuirth,  "I  will  be  the  senate  and  the  galleries. 
One  of  the  secreiaries  can  read  to  me  tlie  repoit 
which  I  liave  wriiien  and  I  in  the  capacity  of  sen- 
ate will  a<lopt  it  ami  in  the  capacity  of  galleries  ap- 
plaud it."  This  report  recognised  ns  senators  cer- 
liiin  persons  who  claimed  to  be  elected,  and  it  is 
over  Ihe  senate  thus  ori^anised  that  Baiao  de 
Caina^iry  presides.  The  President  of  llie  repui)- 
lic  has  received  a  communication  from  Eaiao  de 
Geremoabo,  president  of  the  real  senate  o(  Ilahia, 
comtnunicatin>;  that,  ill  the  absence  of  the  gover* 
nor,  he  ha',  taken  charge  of  the  stale  government 
nn,d  asking  for  troops  lor  upholding  him  against  the 
claims  of  Uirao  de  Camagary,  who  is  supported  by 
the  state  troops.

— The  lesideiUs  of  Larangeiras  are  complaining 
of  the  slow  progress  which  ilie  municipal  authori- 
ties are  making  in  relayint,'  the  pavemenls  along 
the  tram  line  in  thai  suburb.  The  complaint,  it 
should  be  said,  is  even  more  general,  for  delayed 
and  neglected  work  of  this  character  is  to  be  found 
in  every  iiait  of  the  city.  The  gas  company  .is 
puttini^  in  new  street-lamps,  and  wherever  it  is 
done  llie  ]iavemeiil  is  taken  up  and  icmaius  open 
sonielinies  for  Iwo  or  three  months.  The  ninnici- 
palily  does  nol  allow  the  companies,  or  any  private 
person,  10  relay  the  paving  slones  taken  up  (ap- 
parently to  ]jrotect  certain  cimlractors),  and  ihe 
resull  is  that  the  streets  are  always  in  ilie  worst 
condition. 

—The  Jorml  of  ihe  24111  called  attention  of 
the  ])olice  to  a  poor  woman  who  bad  been  accus- 
tomed lo  sit  in  a  doorway  in  the  Gnn9alve<  Dias 
wilh  a  sleeping  child  in  her  arms,  and  ask  alms 
(rom  those  passing.  The  yor/zn/  thought  the  un- 
broken sleep  of  the  child  was  unnaiural.  In  a 
more  tjeneral  sense  is  there  not  something  deserving 
attcnlion  in  the  custom  of  permitting  hegiiars  to 
solicit  alms  in  the  public  streets  ?  Many  of  them 
are  so  hideous  and  revobing  that  ihey  ought  lo  be 
kept  out  of  sight.  Vice  and  misforlune  usually 
bring  these  poor  creatures  to  this  condition,  but 
wilh  many  h  is  a  mercenary  occupation  which  de- 
serves rigid  repicsMon.  'if  charity  is  deserved 
let  11  be  dispensed  by  the  stale,  and  let  Ihe  cost 
be  borne  by  the  whole  population.  There  is  no 
need  of  liaviujj  these  wrecks  of  humanity  con- 
stantly before  our  eyes. 

—We  are  informed  that  on  All-Souls'  Dav  com- 
mittees of  ladies  will  visit  llie  islands  and  the 
places  on  tbe  mainland  to  which  lie  buried  tbe 
bodies  of  the  revoluliotiists  who  were  barbarously 
murdered  after  failing  into  the  hands  of  tlie  govern- 
ment forces.  We  believe  that  it  is  the  intention  ol 
the  ladies  to  cause,  as  soon  as  funds  for  this  ])ur- 
pose  are  obtained,  the  remains  of  these  victnua  uf 
savage  and  vindictive  cruelly  lo  be  removed  to  the 
grounds  near  the  Paqueta  cemetery,  in  which  were 
inieired  the  bodies  of  the  marines'who  were  killed 
in  balile  and  died  o(  wounds  and  disease  during 
Ihe  revolution.

A  naval  court  w.is  held  nl  the  Ibitish  consulate- 
geiieial  on  ibe  2Di1i  inst,  10  inquire  into  'he  lost 
of  the  British  barque  Gkuclnnr,  of  Port  Glasgow, 
on  the  Tiamandahy  coasi  on  the  Iitli  ult. 

Tlie  cinirt  was  composed  of  Win,  Geo.  WngstalT, 
consul-general  and  president,  Lieul.  A.  P.  David- 
son, K.  N.,  of  H.  M.  S.  Acotn,].  P.  Grnzelier, 
ninsler  of  ship  North  Stat,  and  George  S,  Giatie, 
muster  of  ship  Falkland,  members. 

The  master,  James  Porter,  anil  ihe  first  mate. 
Chas.  W.  Walker,  were  exonerated  from  all 
blame,  Inil  the  second  mate,  George  Spiengel, 
was  censured  (or  not  calbng  the  master  when  the 
wind  sliifled.  ll  appears  that  the  second  male 
was  in  charge  of  ihe  vessel  when  she  .slianded. 
The  casualty  is  paitly  atlributed  lo  a  strong 
norlh-westerly  current  which  had  been  setting  in 
two  or  three  days  previoasly. 

The  vessel  was  bound  from  Hamburg  to  I.os 
Angelos,  Cal.,  wilh  a  cargo  of  cemeiu.

—The  ste-imer  Potto  Akgte  arrived  W^eduesday 
from  Newcastle,  where  il  had  undergone  thor  ough 
repairs. 

— There  were  7,395  immigrant  arrivals  at  this 
port  duiing  llie  monih  of  September,  of  which 
4,998  came  from  Genoa,  Italy. 

—The  slate  government  of  Rio  Grande  do  Korte 
has  been  empowered  to  contract  for  the  eslablish- 
inent  of  pajier  and  ilour  mills. 

■ — The"  municipal  chaml)er  of  Maiiaos  has  con- 
tracted lor  supplying  the  maikct  of  that  city  with 
beef  at  1$500  per  kilo.  'I'lie  contract  is  for  two 
years, 

—At  the  beginning  of  next  nionlh  the  Largo  de 
S.  Francisco  de  P.iu!a  and  Praco  de  Constituicao 
will  he  lighted,  as  an  CMpcriment,  with  the  Wcls- 
bach  incandescent  light. 

—The  Jardim  Boianico  company  has  been  con- 
demned in  the  court  of  appeals  on  an  action 
brought  by  the  gas  company  because  it  lighted  the 
Theairo  Lyrico  willi  electriciiy. 

—In  view  of  the  loss  of  ihe  fresh  beef  intended 
for  tliis  cily  on  Fiiday,  ibe  Jonml  io  Coitniiircia 
recommends  ihe  establishment  of  refrigerating 
ilepols,  wbeie  fresh  meat  may  be  kept  in  slock. 

—The  municipal  council  of  Xaial,  Rio  Grande 
do  Noile,  has  fixed  ibc  price*  of  (resh  beef  at  Soo 
rris  per  kilo  widioul  bone,  and  600  reis  with  bone. 
The  prices  of  fish  are  fixed  at  600,  500  and  320 
reis  per  kilo. 

—An  inler-state  exposition  will  be  opened  in 
Para  on  the  l6tli  prox.,  the  states  of  Ainazoiias, 
PnrA,  Maranhiio,  Piauhy  and  Ceara  being  repre. 
senied.  An  exhibition  of  the  products  of  these 
stales  ought  lo  be  liighly  inteiesting. 

— During  November  it  is  expected  that  the  Not 
deulsclier    Lloyds    Bremen    will  send  three  large 
sleameis  here  wilh  emiuranis.     It    is   certainly    a 
mistake  to   bring    tliem  so  late  in  llie  cool  seasoi). 
unless  ihey  are  destined  for  the  southern  states. 

— The  directors  of  the  London  and  Brazilian 
Bank,  Ld.,  have  declared  an  interim  dividend  of 
los,  per  share,  free  of  income-lax,  for  ihe  half-year 
endeo  Jidy  31  last,  being  at  the  rale  of  10  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  on  and  after  the  i6ih  instant. 

— Tbe  work  on  the  exhibition  building  on  Largo 
da  Lajia  is  progiessing  ranidly,  and  we  shall  soon 
bave  the  gilded  fetters  of  our  new  enslavement  in 
place.  As  this  exposition  is  designed  solely  to  se- 
cure tariff  protection,  ihe  public  will  have  a  pro- 
found iiitei  est  in  its  success. 

— A  coniributor  to  the  Jo  ma  I  do  Comincnio  on 
Sunday  says  that  the  pavers  at  work  on  the  Rua 
lias  Larangeiras  have  received  no  pay  for  over  four 
months.  No  wonder  the  work  is  priigressing  so 
slow'ly.  If  ihe  cily  treats  its  employes  in  this 
manner,  it  can  never  expect  good  work. 

— ,\mong  the  arrivals  from  Montevideo  on 
Salurday  last,  per  French  packet,  were  the  follow- 
ing revoluiionary  leaders:  Barao  Piracibe,  Pinto 
de  Sa,  Franco,  Damawo,  Vinh.ies  and  Dr.  Seabra. 
It  is  announced  that  Cnstodiu  de  Melto  will  conie 
up  on  the  Danube,  which  leaves  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  31st  insl.  . 

—We  are  glad  to  note  that  Ihe  minister  of  in- 
let ior  and  justice  has  approved  ihe  regulations 
drawn  up  fn'  llie  new  prinling-ofiice  mounted  by 
Ihejjeneral  bureau  of  statistics.  As  ihis  bureau 
never  by  any  chance  provides  us  with  sialistics,  it 
may  be  assumed  that  the  management  of  its 
printing-office  will  involve  no  gre.it  difficulties. 

— Teleiirams  from  Para  announce  the  return 
Ibere  of  Mr,  Reidy  and  the  engineers  of  the  sur- 
vey  for  the  .Amazon  cable.  Tiie  latter  have  lefi 
for  Europe  to  bring  out  the  cable,  which  is  now 
nearly  completed.  It  is  designed  lo  lay  the  cable 
in  December,  so  that  by  January  ist  ManAos  will 
he  in  telegraphic  communication  willi  the  outside 
world. 

—The  nninicipal  council  has  passed  an  ordin- 
ance, which  has  been  sanctioned  by  ihe  prefect, 
imposing  a  fine  of  200S000  on  every  business 
house  found  selling  prohibited  games.  For  a  sec- 
ond offense,  the  license  of  the  house  will  be  cancel- 
led.

— The  represcntaiive  of  the  Sout'i  Americnn 
Cable  Co,  Ins  nctitioned  ilie  directi)r  of  leleijrnphs 
for  a  wire  on  ihe  slate  Tne  between  I'ernainbuco 
and  the  NEiutliern  frontier,  to  facilitate  the  trans- 
mission of  messaues  lo  litis  cipilal  and  the  River 
I'laie.  He  also  a-ks  for  a  subvention,  or  )>anran- 
lee  of  interest  on  llie  capital  employed  in  the 
cable.  Tlie  diiecl  >r  promises  to  expeilite  messages 
over  the  land  lines,  but  declinet  lo  grant  an  ex- 
clusive wire, 

— A  special  meeting  of  the  shaiehoMers  of  the  St. 
John  del  Key  Mininn  Company,  Limited,  U  called 
for  the  31st  instant,  for  ihe  purpose  of  anihorising 
the  creation  and  issue  ol  ordinary  shares  at  par  lo 
the  exlent  uf  one-lourth  of  ihe  existing  ordinary- 
share  capital,  in  order  lo  provide  accoinmodalioii 
lor  nalive  and  foreign  labor,  as  well  as  dwellings 
for  the  English  mechanics  and  for  ihe  odicers,  and

—The  President  of  the  United  States  has  placed 
a  large  nait  of  the  consular  service  o(  that  cOunlry 
under  civil  service  rules.  This  U  an  important  and 
praiseworthy  step,  and  will  go  far  towards  improv- 
mg  the  service.  Something  mure  th.in  one  half  of 
the  consular  apppinlinenis  will  fall  under  this 
change.  Henceforth  all  applicants  will  have  lo 
pass  exainiualions,  which  will  cover;  General 
education,  including  knowledge  o(  languages,  busi- 
ness training  and  experience ;  the  counlry  in 
which  the  consul  or  commercial  agent  is  to  reside  ; 
its  government,  chief  magistrate,  geographical 
features,  etc.,  commercial  intercourse  and  relations 
with  ihe  United  States  ;  the  exequatur,  its  nature 
and  use  ;  functions  of  a  consul  or  commercial 
agent  as  compared  wilh  those  of  vice-consul  or 
consular  agent,  minister  or  amb,assatlor ;  United 
Stales  merchant  vessels  in  foreign  ports,  etc.;. 
diplomatic,  judicial  and  commercial  functions,  con- 
sulai  regulations,  etc. 

— In  addition  to  the  unavoidable  delays  and  ex- 
penses attending  the  dispatch  of  merchandise  in 
this  poit.  there  are  many  others  which  are  avoid- 
able  as  well  as  condemnable.  An  instance  of  this 
came  under  our  notice  the  past  week.  One  of  the 
steamers  of  a  certain  New  York  line  came  up  fron\ 
Ihc  River  Plate,  bringing  produce  for  this  porl. 
She  called  at  Santos  and  w.iited  there  some  time 
for  coffee  for  New  York,  to  the  prejudice  of  lier  Rio 
cargo.  To  all  applications  f.ir  infonnaiion  as  lo 
the  dale  of  ariival  here,  no  definite  response  was 
given,  as  we  know  Irom  personal  experience.  Fi- 
nally we  were  advised  ihat  ihe  sieamer  would  ar- 
rive Tuesday,  and  yet  on  Monday  mcniiiig  a  steve- 
dore came  in  to  let  us  know  that  the  steamer  was 
ill,  would  discl)ar>!e  into  lighters  (contrary  to  our 
expectations)  and  to  offer  his  service*.  A  Uv^c 
ccnsignmeiit  of  maize,  wlHch  was  ti»  have  been 
landed  on  the  quay,  was  evidently  Ihe  object  of 
this  arrangement. '  As  everyone  knows  llie  relurn 
commissions,  etc.,  connected  with  the  lighter  ser- 
'iceuf  this  port  are  nol  inconsiderable,  and  the 
consignee  and  merchant  are  not  infrequenlly  sacri- 
(iced  through  them.  In  order  to  make  business  for 
the  stevedores  the  consignee  of  the  maize  on  thi* 
steamer  had  an  unexpected  expense  of  abiut  3,000$ 
to  meet,  and  we  had  a  similar,  Ihough  smaller, 
item  of  expense  on  a  press  received  from  Buenos 
Aires.  Shippers  will  of  course  soon  learn  to  avoid 
Ihe  sieamsliip  lines  which  thus  sacrifice  their  custo- 
mers. 


THE  a  S.  &-  BRAZIL  S.  S.  CO. 
Justice  Beekman,  in  Ihe  Supreme  Court  cham- 
bers, yesterday,  heard  an  application  made  by 
Howard  Van  Sindren,  for  ihe  appointment  of  a 
referee  to  pass  uptm  ihe  accounts  ol  Henry  Wii:- 
thropGrayas  receiver  of  the  United  Stales  and 
Brazil  Mail  Sle.ainsiiip  Company.  Counsel  said 
thai  the  company  failed  in  1893.  Its  assets  were, 
it  is  said,  about  $2,500,  while  its  liabilities  were 
more  than  $3,000,000.  Tbe  only  asset  which  the 
receiver  bad  been  able  to  impojud  was  a  subsidy 
of  $5,000  for  carrying  tlie  United  Stales  mails. 
Claims  had  only  been  filed  by  creditors  for  $  I  So, - 
000.  Decision  was  reserved.— ^V,  K  Journal  of 
Comiiuice.
